Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Public  Health  conditions  of  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960,  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1/61  of  the  31st  January,  1961. 

Area. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  9,284  acres. 

Population. 

The  estimated  home  population  at  mid-summer  1960  was  48,930 
(in  increase  of  3,700  from  the  previous  year).  This  gives  a population 
of  5.2  per  acre. 


Inhabited  Houses. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  according  to  rate  books  at 
31/12/60  was  14,570,  an  increase  of  911  from  the  previous  year. 

Rateable  Value. 

The  Rateable  Value  was  £519,031  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a Id.  Rate  was  £2,045  for  the  year  1960-61. 

Social  Conditions. 

The  chief  occupations  of  the  population  are: — Brickmaking, 
mining,  agricultural;  heavy  industries  are  now  well  established.  The 
district  is  also  largely  residential. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  statistics  relate  to  the  net  births  and  deaths,  after  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  as  furnished  by  the  Registrar 
General :

Of  these  1,142  births,  556  were  registered  locally,  the  remaining 
586  being  transferred  into  the  district  from  outside  areas. 
Approximately  48.7  per  cent,  of  the  births  were,  therefoie,  legistered 
locally,  which  is  more  than  the  percentage  for  last  year  (viz.:  46.3). 
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BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATES, 


The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  23.34 
and  the  corrected  live  birth  rate  20.3 — the  latter  can  be  compared 
with  the  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was 

17.1  for  1960. 

For  1959  the  crude  and  corrected  live  birth  rates  were  21.64  and 
19.04  respectively. 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate— per  1,000  live  births  was  21.0. 

Still  Birth  Rate— 27  still  births  (males  13  and  females  14)  were 
registered,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  was 
23.64  (or  0.55  per  1,000  of  the  population).  The  corresponding  rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  19.7.  4 he  still  birth  rate 

for  1959  was  17.07. 

Death  Rate — 309  deaths  (males  180,  females  129). 

The  crude  death  rate  was  6.31  and  the  corrected  death  rate  11.42 
per  1,000  of  the  population — the  latter  can  be  compared  with  the 
crude  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was  11.5. 

The  Area  Comparability  Factors  (A.C.F’s.)— used  for  calculating 
the  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  amended  and  are  now 
0.87  and  1.81  respectively  as  compared  with  0.88  and  1.74.  This 
means  a lowering  of  the  crude  birth  rate  and  an  increase  of  the  crude 
death  rate,  and  takes  into  account  the  fact  that  as  the  district  rapidly 
develops  the  number  of  residents  in  the  younger  age  groups  annually 
increases.  In  other  words  the  A.C.F’s  make  an  approximate 
allowance  for  the  way  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

When  so  corrected,  the  birth  and  death  rates  are  comparable  with 
the  crude  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  or  with  the  corresponding 
corrected  rates  for  any  other  area. 

In  addition,  the  death  rate  A.C.F.  is  now  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  any  "residential  institutions"  in  the  area. 

One  hundred  and  forty  five  deaths  were  transferred  into  the 
district  and  17  were  transferred  out. 

Infantile  Death  Rate — 24  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  (of 
these,  18  were  under  one  week  of  age),  giving  an  Infantile  Death  Rate 
of  21.0  per  1,000  live  births.

Most  deaths,  it  will  be  noted,  occurred  before  the  age  of  one  week 
and  were  largely  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital  defects. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (all  causes)  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  was  21.7  per  1,000  Live  Births,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in 
this  country. 

No  illegitimate  infant  died  under  one  year  of  age. 

No  death  resulted  from  Pregnancy,  Childbirth  or  Abortion. 

Cancer,  etc. — 56  deaths  resulted  from  malignant  neoplasms  and 
included  in  these  were  11  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and/or 
bronchus. 

Details  of  persons  normally  resident  in  the  Aldridge  Urban 
District  who  die  of  cancer  (all  kinds)  continue  to  be  forwarded  monthly 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Again,  no  death  was  due  to  Diphtheria,  and  11  resulted  from 
Pneumonia. 

Laboratory  Facilities — The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(Stafford)  supplies  excellent  facilities  for  the  examination  of  swabs, 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood,  etc. 

During  the  year  reports  on  one  swab  from  throats,  etc.,  and  38 
specimens  of  faeces  were  received,  35  of  which  were  negative.  Ten 
specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  all  were 
negative. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority : — 

Ambulance  Service.  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

Home  Help  Service.  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  (Private  Practitioners,  and  at  Infant 

Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics). 

Laboratory  Services— The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Sendee, 
Martin  Street,  Stafford  (Tel.:  Stafford  377),  Director— Dr.  E.  M. 
Mackay-Scollay  (Directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 

Ministry  of  Health). 
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Chemical  Analysis— County  Analyst— A.  Houlbrook,  Esq  , M-Sc., 
F.R.I.C.,  Chemical  Laboratory,  County  Buildings,  Stafford  (tel.. 

Stafford  578). 

Hospitals— Those  chiefly  used  are:  The  General,  the  Manor  and 
St.  John’s  Hospitals,  Walsall;  the  Birmingham  and  Wolverhampton 
Hospitals,  and  the  Cannock  and  Lichfield  Hospitals.  Admissions  are 
usually  arranged  by  General  Practitioners. 

Maternity  Accommodation— Hospitalization,  on  medical  grounds, 
is  arranged  by  the  patient’s  Doctor,  and  for  unsuitable  home 
conditions,  after  investigation  by  the  Health  Visitor,  by  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  of  the  area  in  which  the  applicant  resides. 

Small  Pox — Treatment  and  hospitalization  are  ananged  for 
through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Venereal  Diseases — are,  now-a-days,  a moral  and  social  problem 
rather  than  a medical  one,  as  they  can  now  be  successfully  cured  by 
skilled  treatment. 

The  special  Clinics  are  organised  so  that  contacts  can  be  traced 
and  treated.  It  is  estimated,  however,  that  25%  of  cases  aie  tieated 
by  their  own  Doctors,  who  do  not  trace  contacts  and  so  all  sources 
of  infection  are  not  discovered  and  appropriately  treated. 

Venereal  Clinics  are  held  regularly  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  W alsall, 
for  diagnostic,  consultative  and  curative  purposes. 

Tuberculosis — Treatment  is  now  arranged  for  through  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

WATER. 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  is  within  the  statutory  area  of  the 
South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Taylor, 
B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  Engineer-in-Chief,  has  kindly  let  me  have  the 
following  information  for  the  year  1960:  — 

1.  The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Aldridge 
has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  supply  is  derived  mainly  from  one  pumping  station 
(Bourne  Vale)  within,  and  six,  outside  the  Authority  s 
boundaries.  A proportion  of  water  of  surface  origin  is  abo 
supplied  to  parts  of  the  district. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  pumping  stations  are  frequently 
subjected  to  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination 
and  where  possible  samples  of  water  prior  to  chlorination  are 
regularly  examined  bacteriologically. 

During  1960,  50  samples  from  Bourne  Vale  Pumping  Station 
were  all  satisfactory. 

213  samples  were  examined  from  Barr  I^eacon  Reservoirs 
of  which  206  were  free  from  all  forms  of  coliform  bacteria. 
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13  samples  from  the  Waterman’s  house,  Aldridge,  were  free 
from  all  forms  of  coliform  bacteria.  The  average  chemical 
results  for  1960  of  these  samples  were : —

3.  The  waters  are  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvency,  all  13  samples 
from  the  Waterman’s  house  being  free  from  any  detectable 
quantity  of  lead. 


4.  Chlorination  is  practised,  as  a precautionary  measure,  at 
most  of  the  pumping  stations.  In  cases  of  possible 
contamination  in  the  event  of  burst  or  damaged  mains, 
emptying  reservoirs,  etc.,  emergency  chlorination  is 
performed.  Special  apparatus  and  staff  are  available  for  this 
work.  New  mains,  etc.,  are  not  brought  into  use  until  the 
water  has  been  examined  and  pronounced  satisfactory . 

5.  The  number  of  houses  with  a piped  water  supply  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Aldridge  at  31st  December,  1960,  was 
14,873. 

This  information  indicates  that  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
water  supply  throughout  the  district  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  a few  isolated  wells  in  the  less  thickly  populated 
parts  of  the  district. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  household  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  controlled 
by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Trade  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Services.— On  more  than 
one  occasion  it  has  been  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  that,  as 
these  services  are  not  provided,  repeated  complaints  have  been 
received  from  industry  and  shopkeepers  who  are  quite  at  a loss  to 
know  how  to  dispose  of  their  trade  refuse. 

The  establishment  of  these  services  is  a matter  of  urgency, 
otherwise  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  Health  Department  Staff  to 
insist  that  the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 
the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  aie  efficiently 
complied  with  by  those  concerned.

Schools. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  a school  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 


Diphtheria. 

Again,  no  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  1960. 

Immunisation. 

This  service  is  conducted  by  the  County  Authority,  and  the 
children  are  immunised  by  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  General 
Practitioners. 

I am  grateful  to  Dr.  Jamison,  Area  Medical  Officer  for  the 
following  information  in  respect  of  Immunisations  and  Vaccinations 
carried  out  in  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1960. 

For  statistical  purposes  the  following  percentages  of  the  population 
throughout  the  County,  for  various  age  groups  have  been  calculated 
as  follows : — -

However,  these  age  group  figures  for  the  District,  I consider,  are 
less  than  they  ought  to  be,  since  the  increase  in  population  in  recent 
years  has  been  largely  due  to  young  married  couples,  and  consequently 
the  number  of  children  under  15  years  is  proportionately  in  excess 
of  the  number  throughout  the  County  as  a whole.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

The  vaccination  scheme  now  includes  all  persons  under  40  years 
of  age,  expectant  mothers  and  certain  other  persons  at  special  risk 
such  as  Nurses,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Doctors,  etc.  The 
vaccination  figures  for  individual  County  Districts  are  still  not 
available,  as  the  records  are  kept  in  a form  most  convenient  for  the 
making  of  returns  for  the  whole  area.  The  total  number  of  persons 
in  the  Area  who  had  completed  a primary  course  at  31st  December 
1960,  was  40,598,  the  number  of  boosters  given  was  23,433  and  the 
estimated  population  of  the  Area  was  122,200  including  the  Aldridge 
Urban  District  at  45,230  at  mid  1959. 

Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

1 was  officially  informed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  April  1961 
that  supplies  of  Oral  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  might  be  available  as  an 
emergency  measure,  in  the  control  of  serious  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  success  of  this  oral  vaccine  depends  on  its  rapid  administration 
to  a high  proportion  of  the  population  at  risk. 

The  vaccine  is  not  intended  as  a substitute  for  routine 
immunisation  as  practised  over  the  years,  but  is  to  be  used  only  if  a 
serious  outbreak  arises,  and  the  Ministry  will  decide  whether  a local 
oubreak  is  such  that  its  use  is  indicated.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  tuberculosis  (See  Table)  were  entered  on  the 
Register,  57  Pulmonary  and  2 Non-Pulmonarv. 

Thirteen  cases  resided  in  Aldridge,  19  in  Great  Barr,  5 in  Pelsall. 
10  in  Pheasey,  4 in  Rushall  and  8 in  Streetlv. 
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Eighteen  of  these  59  cases  were  notified  from  Institutions  and  26 
cases  were  brought  to  my  notice  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year  was  good.  No 
action  was  encessary  on  account  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

Three  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  no  death  from  Non-Pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  registered,  the  former  giving  a death  rate  of  0.06 
per  1,000  of  the  population.

Of  the  326  cases  on  the  register — 9 were  resident  in  caravans,  and 
I strongly  recommend  the  Housing  Committee  to  favourably  consider 
any  applications  for  re-housing  which  may  be  made  by  caravan 
dwellers,  particularly  where  there  are  young  children  in  the  families. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  (59)  entered  on  the  register  is 
1.20  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  is  higher  than  in  recent  years, 
but  is  lower  than  for  the  year  1959.

The  total  number  (326)  on  the  register  at  31/12/60  is,  as  can  be 
expected,  the  highest  ever  recorded,  and  represents  6.66  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  As  the  sufferers  from  this  disease  appear  to  be  more 
health  conscious,  and/or  are  better  able  financially  to  move  from  the 
denser  populated  neighbouring  areas  to  the  Aldridge  Urban  District, 
it  may  be  anticipated  the  number  on  the  register  will  increase 
disproportionately  to  the  increase  in  population. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  compulsorily  remove  any  case  of 
infectious  disease  to  hospital. 
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Dysentery 

Three  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  each  requiring  repeated 
visits.  Thirty-nine  faecal  samples  were  obtained  from  them  and  their 
contacts  for  bacteriological  reports,  resulting  in  the  diagnosis  of  one 
case  being  corrected. 


Influenza  Epidemic. 

In  January  and  February  1960  a widespread  epidemic  occurred 
and  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  did  not  escape.  Many  adults  and 
children  were  affected,  and  although  most  cases  recovered,  one  death 
was  registered. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated — none 
confirmed.  Eleven  samples  of  faeces  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  visiting  of  food  premises  was  regularly  carried  out  during 
1960,  and  reports  have  been  submitted  monthly  to  the  Health 
Committee.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  towards  raising 
the  standard  of  the  storage,  handling  and  distribution  of  foods,  to 
comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

SLAUGHTER  houses. 

The  preparations  made  during  the  year  for  the  implementation 
of  the  standards  now  required  for  slaughterhouses  have  been 
completed  and  were  accepted  by  the  Minister,  who  proposes  to  appoint 
the  1st  July  1961  as  the  day  from  which  the  slaughterhouses  within 
the  District  must  comply  with  the  construction  regulations. 

MORTUARY. 

The  Mortuary,  at  Anchor  Road,  Aldridge,  continues  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  The  same  part-time  attendant  is  employed  and  the 
arrangements  appear  to  be  satisfactory.  There  has  been  full 
co-operation  with  the  Police. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  the  modern  sewage  disposal  works  to 
replace  the  inadequate  and  obsolete  works  situated  at  Chester  Road, 
Streetly,  are  practically  completed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

In  December,  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  an  aged  woman 
removed  to  St.  John’s  Hospital,  Walsall,  for  three  weeks,  under  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951.  As  she  died  about  two 
weeks  after  admission  there  was  no  need  to  seek  a Court  Order  for 
a further  detention  period  of  three  months  under  Section  47  of  the  Act. 

Also  in  December,  an  aged  person  (82  years)  died.  He  was  living 
alone,  and  as  there  was  no  near  relative  or  other  person  available  to 
make  the  burial  arrangements,  these  were  made  by  the  Council  and 
satisfactorily  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  this  Act. 

CARAVANS 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  1960,  which  became  operative  in  August  1960, 
more  effective  powers  are  now  available  for  dealing  with  caravan  sites. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  model  standards  have  been 
introduced  for  the  control  of  such  sites,  especially  in  regard  to  density 
and  space  between  caravans,  roads  and  footpaths,  hard  standings, 
fire  fighting  appliances,  water  supply,  drainage,  sanitation  and 
washing  facilities,  refuse  disposal,  storage  space,  car  parking  and 
recreation  space. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  UNIT  SURVEYS  AND  SESSIONS. 

Weekly  sessions  are  held  at  the  Ambulance  Station,  Hatherton 
Road,  Walsall,  as  follows:  — 

Mondays  ...  9.30  a.m.  to  12  noon 

1.00  p.m.  to  4.00  p.m. 

Fridays  ...  1.00  p.m.  to  3.00  p.m. 

Cases  of  suspected  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  resident  within  the 
Aldridge  Urban  District  continue  to  be  referred  by  General 
Practitioners,  Industrial  Medical  Officers,  etc.,  to  the  above  sessions 
and  experience  indicates  that  the  X-Ray  Unit  is  of  greater  value  when 
the  persons  dealt  with  have  been  referred  in  this  manner.

GENERAL  REMARKS, 

The  health  of  the  population  for  1960  was  most  satisfactory,  the 
corrected  birth  and  death  rates,  the  still  birth  rate  and  the  infantile 
death  rate  all  comparing  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole. 

For  the  thirteenth  consecutive  year  no  death  resulted  from 
pregnancy,  child  birth  or  abortion. 

The  assistance  given  by  the  Housing  Manager  in  re-housing 
certain  tuberculous  cases  is  welcome,  but  occasionally  exceptional 
circumstances  arise  in  a family  which  should  receive  a higher  degree 
of  priority  for  re-housing  on  purely  medical  grounds. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Department  to  deal  with  the 
problems  arising  from  atmospheric  pollution,  food  hygiene  and  slum 
properties  (see  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report)  and  the 
appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is  now 
necessary  in  order  to  improve  the  supervision  of  these  problems  and 
to  deal  with  all  complaints  and  other  routine  work  as  efficiently  and 
promptly  as  possible. 
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Longevity  is  increasing,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  126  (or  40.7%) 
of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  70  years  of  age,  and  this  partly 
explains  why  56  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  146  due  to  cardiac- 
vascular  diseases,  as  these  diseases  occur  predominantly  in  the  elderly. 

All  members  of  the  staff  from  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
downwards  have  conducted  their  respective  duties  conscientiously  and 
willingly. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  proved  himself  most 
competent  and  energetic  in  carrying  out  his  duties. 

I again  desire  to  thank  you,  Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  and  also  fellow  Officers  and  Council  staff,  for  the 
co-operation,  consideration  and  courtesy  received  in  the  course  of  my 
duties  during  the  year.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR'S  ANNUAL 

REPORT,  1960. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Aldride  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  my  third  Annual  Report,  and 
trust  that  the  information  contained  therein  will  perhaps  give  a clearer 
picture  of  the  many  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  department  in  an 
endeavour  to  provide  clean  air,  good,  pure  and  wholesome  food, 
together  with  decent  homes  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  District. 

(a)  Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

100  per  cent,  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year  at  the  private  slaughterhouses.  Unfortunately, 
however,  Messrs.  J.  S.  and  W.  E.  Gittins,  Butchers,  145 
Lichfield  Road,  Rushall,  ceased  the  slaughtering  of  animals 
from  the  20th  April  1960  and  decided  not  to  bring  their 
premises  up  too  the  required  standard  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act  1958,  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958 
and  The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  1958.  The  number  of  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  has  therefore  been  reduced  to  two. 

During  the  month  of  April  1960  the  Report  on  Slaughterhouse 
Facilities  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee, 
recommending  the  date  that  the  Minister  might  later  fix  for 
the  construction  regulations  to  apply  to  our  slaughterhouses 
to  be  the  1st  July  1961. 
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(b)  Slum  Clearance. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  inspection 
and  clearance  of  unfit  dwelling  houses.  40  houses  were 
demolished  during  the  year  and  the  Council  made  12 
Demolition  Orders.  Three  Clearance  Orders  comprising 
twelve  houses  have  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

(c)  Insect  Pests. 

In  July  many  complaints  were  received  from  occupiers  of  the 
Leighswood,  Redhouse  and  Springfields  Municipal  Housing 
Estates  concerning  heavy  infestation  of  clover  mite  (Bryobia 
Praetiosa)  mainly  on  windows,  sills  and  front  house  walls. 

On  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  (Insect  Pests  Division)  the  front  external  house  walls 
and  the  entire  grass  forecourts  were  sprayed  with  Malathion 
miscible  insecticide  which  proved  to  be  very  successful  in 
eradicating  this  mite  infestation.  The  helpful  advice  of  the 
Ministry  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Council’s  Parks 
Superintendent  in  mowing  the  forecourts  was  very  much 
appreciated. 

During  the  summer  months  the  department  was  inundated 
with  complaints  of  earwig  (Forficula  Auricularia)  infestation. 

The  department  carried  out  spraying  to  the  exterior  of 
properties  and  a great  deal  of  advice  was  given  regarding  the 
continued  control  of  this  pest. 

(d)  Food  Hygiene. 

Routine  inspections  of  all  food  shops  and  factory  canteens 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  together  with  the 
close  supervision  of  all  new  food  premises. 

The  data  furnished  in  the  report  following  shows  that  some 
375  improvements  were  effected  to  food  premises.  It  is  fair 
comment  to  offer  that  with  few  exceptions  food  traders  in  the 
area  have  maintained  a high  standard  of  food  hygiene  due 
also  to  the  fact  that  co-operation  has  contined  to  exist  with 
the  department  and  staff. 

Unfortunately,  the  problem  of  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse 
from  food  premises  has  remained  during  1960,  resulting  in 
an  increase  in  complaints  received  at  this  office. 

However,  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  ‘ ' foundation  stone  ’ ’ 
was  well  and  truly  laid  for  the  establishment  of  this  very 
essential  service  in  the  near  future.

Industrial. 

The  major  part  of  the  industrial  atmospheric  pollution  within  the 
Urban  District  is  caused  by  industries  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate — namely  the  smelting  of  oil  bound  brass  and  the 
burning  of  blue  bricks. 

Both  the  Alkali  Inspector  and  the  industries  concerned  are  fully 
aware  of  the  conditions  which  exist  and  are  more  than  anxious  to 
find  an  answer  to  the  involved  problems.  Consequently  experimental 
plant  is  continuously  being  tried  to  reduce,  and  I hope,  finally 
eliminate  these  sources  of  air  pollution. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  trial  firings  are  already  planned  for  the 
burning  of  blue  bricks  with  oil  fuel.  This  fuel  has,  I believe,  been 
successful  in  some  parts  of  the  brick  industry,  but  the  burning  of 
satisfactory  "blues”  requires  a different  firing  technique  which  at 
the  present  is  peculiar  to  the  use  of  coal  and  smoke. 

Other  problems  of  industrial  atmospheric  pollution  have  been 
dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  the  department. 

Advice  has  been  freely  given  and  taken,  and  remedies  to  offending 
sources  of  pollution  have  been  found,  either  with  a change  of  fuel, 
introduction  of  automatic  stoking,  or  adaptation  to  existing  automatic 
stokers.  These  satisfactory  and  pleasing  results  have  been  obtained 
without  recourse  to  statutory  action  and  with  excellent  co-operation 
from  the  firms  concerned. 

When  the  occasion  has  demanded  it,  advice  has  been  sought  from 
the  technical  representatives  of  the  fuel  industries. 

Unfortunately,  the  burning  of  trade  refuse  still  remains  a 
problem  throughout  the  district,  and  I am  hoping  that  in  1961  or 
thereabouts  a trade  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  will  have 
been  instituted. 

Domestic  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Progress  with  the  systematic  introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas 
is  still  necessarily  slow,  because  of  the  long  and  complicated  procedure 
required  by  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

However,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  four  areas  will  be  subject 
to  operative  Smoke  Control  Orders  by  July  1%1.  The  first  of  these 
Orders  being  operative  by  January  1961. 

Smoke  Control  plans  for  the  Pheasey  and  Park  Farm  Estate  have 
now  received  the  prior  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  survey  of  this  estate  will  be 
completed  in  1961.  If  this  is  accomplished  it  will  be  no  mean  feat, 
bearing  in  mind  that  the  estate  contains  3,000  houses  and  that  all  the 
other  multifarious  duties  of  a busy  Public  Health  Department  have 
to  be  attended  to. 
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Further,  I am  glad  to  report  that  six  more  Smoke  Control  Orders 
will  be  sent  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation  in  1961. 

A great  deal  of  educational  work  appurtaining  to  Smoke  Control 
has  been  done  by  the  department  in  the  year.  This  has  been 
accomplished  by  lectures  and  distribution  of  literature  which  very 
often  necessitated  working  after  office  hours,  in  many  instances  until 
late  in  the  evening. 

In  this  field  the  department  has  received  excellent  co-operation 
from  producers  of  smokeless  fuels  and  also  the  manufacturers  of 
approved  appliances.  Advice  on  problems  relative  to  smokeless  fuels 
has  been  readily  given,  as  also  has  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
exhibitions  in  proposed  Smoke  Control  Areas.  I particularly  wish  to 
record  my  appreciation  to  these  people  for  the  help  they  have  given.
